GENERAL INFORMATION 

Time Tables shown herein are subject to change 
without notice. Trains will operate at the times in¬ 
dicated, circumstances permitting, but in the event 
of their failure to do so The Northern Alberta Rail¬ 
ways Co. cannot accept responsibility for delay, de¬ 
tention, loss or any other condition caused thereby. 

LOST TICKETS — Railway Companies are not re¬ 
sponsible for lost tickets and as a precaution passen¬ 
gers upon purchasing ticket should make a note of 
the form and number of the ticket, also place of sale 
and date and destination. Similar precaution should 
be taken in connection with baggage check numbers. 

CHILDREN UNDER FIVE YEARS OF AGE, when 
accompanied by an adult, will be carried free, 
children of five and under twelve years of age will 
be carried at half the adult fare. All children twelve 
years of age and over must pay adult fare. 

FARES CANNOT BE ADJUSTED BY CONDUC¬ 
TORS —In the event of disagreement with Conductor 
relative to tickets, privileges allowed, etc., passen¬ 
gers should pay Conductor, take his receipt and refer 
the case to the Traffic Manager for adjustment. 

TICKETS NON-TRANSFERABLE — Tickets are 
good only for the transportation of original pur¬ 
chaser and cannot be used to cover the transporta¬ 
tion of any other person. 

PASSENGERS ARE ENTITLED ONLY to the 
space for which they have paid. Each passenger is 
permitted to carry a small quantity of hand baggage 
only which will not discommode other passengers. 

BAGGAGE —150 lbs. of baggage will be checked 
without charge for every adult passenger, and 75 
lbs. for every child travelling on a half ticket. 

Baggage should be plainly marked with name or 
initials and address of owner. 

A single piece of baggage weighing over 250 lbs. 
will not be checked. 

TICKETS should be purchased and baggage pre¬ 
sented at baggage room in sufficient time prior to 
departure of train to permit proper recording, 
weighing or measuring, and the issuing of the neces¬ 
sary checks for same. 

BAGGAGE FOR FLAG STATIONS, where Agents 
are not on duty, must be claimed at baggage car 
door immediately on arrival, otherwise it will be 
carried to next station where there is an Agent on 
duty and held for further orders. 

BAGGAGE FROM FLAG STATIONS will be ac¬ 
cepted and checked by Baggageman on request of 
passenger.
